A short-term campaign begun in September has re- 
sulted in the purchase of two 15-passenger Ford vans 


for travel by MCC personnel. 

The need was obvious. Last school year MCC ve- 
hicles transported students, faculty, staff, and other 
college representatives across the United States a to- 
tal of 97,206 miles in 202 trips. Sixteen times all of 
the MCC vehicles were in use at the same time and 
12 times additional vehicles were rented. 

All members of the MCC family have been involved 
in the effort. First, a short-term campaign was ap- 
proved by the trustees with their own $11,075 in per- 
sonal commitments. Next, the faculty and staff made 
commitments totaling $5,500; the music department 
gave $1000 and Stuco gave $1000 (plus another 
$2000 at the end of the year). Student groups--Ath- 
letes, Camp Teams, and Triumphant Sound--con- 
tacted their alumni by mail and telephone to raise 
$3600. Volunteer student callers contacted other 
alumni to raise $4,551. 

The men and women in student housing challenged 
one another to give as much money as possible, with 
the losing side becoming slaves fora day. (From these 
photos of Brandon Maxwell, Jory Garner, Chris Reed, 
and Dave VanDonge we can see who won the chal- 
lenge that raised $1,375.)

Manhattan Christian College has incorporated into its educational opportunities a 
degree-completion program called LEAD (Leadership Education for Adult De- 
velopment). LEAD is an accelerated, non-traditional degree program designed 
for students who have previously attended post-secondary institutions and earned 
approximately 60 college credits. It provides working adults an opportunity to 
complete their undergraduate degree in about eighteen and a half months by at- 
tending class four hours one night per week. The degree earned is a Bachelor of 
Science in Management and Ethics (29 hours in Management and 18 hours in 
Ethics). 


LEAD is "steppin out." We have groups in Wichita, Kansas City, and Topeka in 
addition to our on-campus groups. Three groups are meeting in Wichita, one in 
Topeka, one in Kansas City, and four in Manhattan to total over 117 students. 
Alpha and Beta are our first graduates (1996). 


We plan to start four groups in Fall, 1996--one each in Manhattan, Wichita, Kan- 
sas City, and Topeka. We are open to new locations if a congregation or business 
wants to start a group.
